Date of Violation: August 4, 2010 

9 C.F.R. § 3.83 Watering. Potable water must be provided in sufficient quantity to every 
nonhuman primate housed at the facility. If potable water is not continually available to 
the nonhuman primates, it must be offered to them as often as necessary to ensure their 
health and well-being, but no less than twice daily for at least 1 hour each time, unless 
otherwise required by the attending veterinarian, or as required by the research proposal 
approved by the Committee at research facilities. 

You failed to provide clean, sanitary, potable water to the Macaque. 

Date of Violation: August 4, 2010 

9 C.F.R. § 3.125(a) Facilities, General. Structural Strength. The facility must be 
constructed of such material and of such strength as appropriate for the animals involved. 
The indoor and outdoor housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury and to contain the animals. 

You failed to provide a structurally sound shelter for a leopard. 

Date of Violation: August 4, 2010 

9 C.F.R. § 3.125(c) Facilities, General. Storage. Supplies of food and bedding shall be 
stored in facilities which adequately protect such supplies against deterioration, molding, 
or contamination by vermin. Refrigeration shall be provided for supplies of perishable 
food. 

You failed to properly store dry animal feed. 

Date of Violation: August 4, 2010 

9 C.F.R. § 3.130 Watering. If potable water is not accessible to the animals at all times, it 
must be provided as often as necessary for the health and comfort of the animal. 

Frequency of watering shall consider age, species, condition, size, and type of the animal.
